(b) I readily agree that only a few 
regular services would be operated, as 
is prototype practice on lines of this 
nature. However, this had the big 
advantage that one operator can handle 
all the traffic, provided he marshalls 
his goods trains so that they do not 
impede the train which, twice daily, 
takes the workers from their homes 
along the line to their work at the 
town served by the main line station,

(c) This is rather a snag - or is it? 
In Australia many miles of main line 
are single track, as are many more 
miles of branch lines. This means 
that ordinary locos can be used with 
impunity, subject always to the proviso 
that the structural engineering on 
your line can carry the weight of your 
heaviest loco. Of course, if you 
favour the prototypes of one or other 
of our state railway systems you will 
have to construct or adapt a good deal 
of your rolling stock and locomotives. 


But then, let's face it, so you would 
if you had an extensive double track 
layout. 

(d) It is a fallacy to suggest that 


special track is necessary since a& 
mentioned before many main lines are 
laid in single track, and so normal 
track of any gauge can be used. 
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Having, I hope, disposed of your as if there were at least two stations 
criticisms, may I suggest a few im- one at each end of the line. This, ¢ 
portant advantages of single track course, need not be so. My own layor 
layout? is designed with only one station, 


(a) ECONOMY, Track is expensive, so 
is scenery. The money normally spent 
on double track, elaborate stations, 
Signal boxes, pointS, crossings etC., 
can be used to acquire extra locos and 
rolling stock. 


(b) STOCK, Lots of ambitious layouts 
have only a small proportion of the 
locos and rolling stock of an equival- 
ent real life railway. On the other 


hand many of our branch lines are 
operated by one or two locomotives. 
You will be able to openly admit how 


many locomotives your shed houses v* th- 
out any loss of "face", And you can 
develop your layout in easy stages 
without loss of realism, 


(c) SCENERY. Many branch lines, es- 
pecially those in New South Wales, run 
through open country, often with only 
the sketchiest of fences to mark the 
boundaries of railway property. This 
scenery is easier to reproduce than 
the elaborate backgrounds needed with 
a main line layout. 


(d) MAINTENANCE, We all know that a 
model railway, like any other mechan- 
ical device, needs a certain amount of 
maintenance if it is to _ be kept at 
full operating efficiency. No doubt 
you have at some time or other visited 
a layout where a train “can't go into 
Snake Gully because there's a short 
over there that I haven't’ been able 
to fix yet", or maybe it was because 
"the track'sabit dirty and I haven't 
had time to clean it". A simple 
single track layout having only about 
half the track to care for has only 
about half the usual maintenance pro- 
blems and those that do occur are more 
quickly located and rectified. 


Throughout these notes I have spoken

To the left of the station is 
gated siding which serves a fair siz 
milk depot, which could also have tl 
necessary equipment for turning som 
of this milk into butter. Now . 
have a reason for a special train ' 
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nilk tanks like the one which runs 
jaily from the South Coast of N.S.W. 
to Sydney. We will also need some 
neans of transporting the finished 
outter from the depot to Main Junction 
for transfer to the wholesalers, May- 
be a four-wheeled wagon like the old 
SRC of the New South Wales Railways 
would fill the bill here. 


At this stagewe have indicated some 
of the specials that could be run from 
this station, but we have yet another. 


Mr. Wynnum Awl. the famous racing 
trainer has his stables’ near here and 
often sends several horses to various 
provincial race meetings, even on 
occasions some go to Sydney. These 
are loaded into the horse-boxes at the 
stockyard. We may even need a couple 


of these horse-boxes if there is a big 
meeting and all the owners whose horses

bash at getting a prize or two, It 


may well be that on such occasions Mr. 
Awl finds that the railway authorities 
would run a special consisting of a 
couple or horse boxes and a_ carriage 
for their attendants etc., to one des- 
tination at an attractive rate. 


Well, I have no doubt that if you 
apply yourselves to the problem you 
could think up some more traffic for 
our little station, but for two sidings 
I think we have done pretty well so 
far. 


I hope that I have managed to dis- 
pel any notions you may have had that 
single line operation must, of itself, 
pe dull. I have always favoured a 
small single track railway, and have 
never regretted it; and I've always 
found plenty of operating interest.

For those interested in the operat- 
ional side of a model railway, a 
junction station provides many possi- 
bilities.

Branch Notes, News from other Clubs 
Wanted and For Sale notices are re- 
quired to be inthe Editor's hands dur-

The selected articles are typed onto 
master sheets uSing an electric type- 
writer with a carbon ribbon, Spaces 
are left for the titles, photos, draw- 
ings etc, Should any mistakes be 
found on the masters, they are correct- 
ed by correctly retyping the mistake 
and then pasting the correction over 
the mistake, 


Armed with a pair of scissors and a 
pot of paste, the publisher pastes up 
the master pages onto sheets which have 
four pages in a predetermined order so 
that the pages appear in the correct 
sequence, Diagrams and sketches are 
fixed in place and where’ photographs 
are to appear, a black paper mask, the 
same shape as the photo, is pasted in, 
The issue number and page numbers at 
the top of each page are made correct, 
A short note informing the printers of 
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the requirements in the way of head- 
ingS, where advertisements are to 
appear and other general items, is 
packed with the paste-up. An envelope 
containing the photographs, which are 


identified as to where each one is to 
appear is included in this parcel 
which is railed to the printers in 
Korumburra. 


The printers carry out the remaining 
work that is detailed in the notes in- 
cluded with the paste-ups., The paste- 
ups are then photographed reducing the 
size by %. The photographs are photo- 
graphed together and also reduced by %. 
The negative of each paste-up has a 
window made by the black paper and into 
this window is fixed the negative of 
the photograph that isto appear there, 
This composite negative is used to 
"burn" the printing plates by expos- 
ing the printing plate to an arc lamp 
for approximately 10 minutes through the 
negative, The plates are then used to 
print Journal in the press, four pages 
at a time, 


Back at Mitcham work continues, 
‘The addressograph plates are checked 
against the Registrar's list, those 
plates not agreeing are withdrawn, 
Envelopes are put through our manual 
addressograph machine using the checked 
plates and hand addressed envelopes are 
prepared for members for whom there is 
no plate. Lists are prevared for 
ordering new addressograph plates for 
the new members and those who have 
changed their address, 


The printed Journals are sent by the 
printer to Mitcham Railway Station, 
arriving at the end of the first month 
of issue, The Journals are placed in 
the addressed envelopes, in postcode 
order, stapled closed and delivered 
to Ken Elder who arranges the envelopes 
into bundles as required by the P.M.G.

Tunnel work nearing completion,.

The 
track is dual gauge 5" and 34". 


Collectively, the members of this 
club own about 25 live steam _ loco- 
motives, and one could never accuse 
them of following the’ same prototype 
as each other. The day I visited 
with this club, I was amazed at the 
size and variety of the locomotives in 
steam, The secretary's locomotive is 
a small 0-4-0 tank locomotive that size 
wise would be only 10 to 12 inches 
Long.

Recommended Driver Safety Rules on the Handling of Locomotive Boilers. 


1. That there should be an oral ex- 
amination of all drivers, including 
Owner drivers, on the safety of hand- 
ling of locomotive boilers, 


2, A school. should be established or 
talks to be arranged on the handling 
of boilers in preparation for the oral 
examination, 


3, All owner-drivers with at least 4 
hours driving experience and who have 
passed the oral examination for the 
safety of boilers,be termed accredited 
drivers. 


4, Only accredited drivers be allowed 
to drive on public days. 


5, An accredited driver may drive any 
locomotive other than his own with the 
consent of the owner, provided that he 
is piloted by the owner for at least 


1% hours on the unfamiliar locomotive 
on the -initial run, This may be 


carried out on a public day. 


6, On private days any locomotive may 
be driven by any person provided that 


the owner of the locomotive and 
trackmaster are satisfied that 
person is competent and safe and 
passed the oral examination for 
safety of boilers, 


7, -In the case of . learner driv 
wishing to become accredited drive 
the owner must sit behind and pi 


the learner driver until the lea 

driver has completed at least i 
hours actual driving time, not nece 
arily continuous, to become eligi 
for practical examination as an 

credited driver. 


8, For the safety of the club and 
members a practical examination 
learner drivers to enable them to 
come accredited drivers should be 
stigated and should be applied to 
persons other than existing accredi 
drivers. 


9, Records are to be kept of all 
credited drivers, learner drivers, 
time spent on locomotives for exan 


ation purposes. The trackmaster 
public and private days shall keep 
record.
